Although, we 
will be only an average 
financed school, which is still 
the best in the history of our 
school district.

counties cannot qualify for it. 


Bumpers said, though, that 


he was committed to the state 
returning the estimated $4.3 
million annually to local gov- 
ernments. 


Asked to elaborate on his 


statement that he saw no Sig-

"But I got to be fighting this bad character thing. What 


is a bad character? It's someone who constantly gets in 
trouble, who has detrimental things in mind. That's not 
me I got into bad trouble one time in my life, made one 
bad mistake. The gas station thing. I was 17, I'm 21 now. 
The couple other things were traffic violations. It's sur- 
prising that someone from my background hasn't got in

more trouble. I had to bring mysell up. get up oil my 
hack horn llu- lu<uiniiing I think I've shown good char- 
acter. 


"I grew up in the ghetto in Omaha. I didn't see my 


real father until I was 17. My mother had me when she 
was 16. So she was just a kid. too. when I was comin' up. 
I have a younger sister and brother. We were poor. We 
moved like seven or eight times before I was 13. I re- 
member we lived in this big house, like an apartment 
house, but we lived on the sixth or seventh floor walkup. 
In the attic. We had two rooms. I had to sleep with my 
sister. My brother wasn't born yet. Then we moved to 
another apartment. One room, for four people. 


"I was hanging around with all kinds of guys, playing 


ball with them. Some were better athletes than me. But 
a lot of them ended up in jail or reformatory or quit 
school. I could have got in trouble like 10 times, 11 times. 
Instead I got into one bad scrape. That's all. It was a mis- 
take, and I'm sorry for it. 


"But snorts kept me from doing more bad stuff. And 


like after high school I wanted to go to college. My 
mother didn't understand. She wanted me to get a job. 
She said I wouldn't make it in college because I was too 
poor, too small and too black. 


"Maybe she was right about the last, as far as my 


happiness in Lincoln. I've been made to feel like a nig- 
ger—away from football. It's a tough place for a black 
to live. There's no social life. It's dull. The boredom 
makes you want to do something. But I just stay in my 
apartment and watch TV every night. I feel like I'm 
being watched. Cops come to my apartment about four 
times a month, checkin' me out. They never come before 
1 in the morning, and more like 2 or 3 in the morning, 
and get me out of bed. They say they're checkin' about 
some disturbance. 


"I was busted last summer for possession of mari- 


juana. But I wasn't booked, wasn't charged with any- 
thing. I was cleared, because there was no marijuana. 
But there was national publicity. 


"I had a detective check on my phone. He found it was 


tapped. Lot of people here not really for me. They're 
trying to catch me in trouble. I don't know, maybe they 
think I'm uppity, getting ahead too fast. I think I was 
being followed, too. I'm paranoid all the time here. 


"I actually feel that after the football season is over, 


after January 1, I'm going to be a very nervous person. 
They won't need me any more to win football games. I 
want to leave here and go to school in Omaha but my 
probation officer won't let me. No, 1 won't graduate in 
four years. Very few athletes do. Besides, how can I 
keep my mind on studies with all this happening? 


"I want the Heisman more than ever because so many 


people don't want me to have it. I have the stats for the 
award. I have the achievements. People gave me an- 
other chance to play. I played well, I kept straight. I 
think I'm an all-right dude."

Anyone who's 
been fired suffers consider- 
able psychic trauma — and 
for the middle-aged, it can 
be even more emotionally 
destructive than a death in 
the family, he says, citing 
figures on family breakups. 


Most men in this situation, 


he points out, will try to deny 
even to themselves the truth 
of their situation. At work is 
the protective instinct illus- 
trated in the old gag line, 
"You can't fire me — I 
quit!"

prepare a resume or work 
history, what to do about the 
sometimes sticky matter of 
references, how to sidestep 
the clerks in the personnel 
office who throw up a 
bureaucratic barrier between 
you and the man you want to 
talk to, how to use the phone 
and the malls to get Job in- 
terviews, etc. 


Unlike many such books, 


AJbee's shuns the gimmicky 
techniques aad the cheap 
tricks.

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Spiced Eggnog Wins Have Comments; 
Hero** a History of Traditional Drink 


Egg nog at Christmas is 


as traditional in American 
homes as pumpkin pie at 
Thanksgiving. But unlike 
Thanksgiving fare, egg nog 
has English ancestors. 


In case you've ever won- 


dered where the "nog" in 
egg nog comes from, it's a 
shortened version of the 
word "noggin." Used in 
England for centuries, a 
noggin was a small drinking 
vessel in which posset, a 
milk and egg beverage, was 
served. 


Along with changing in- 


gredients and techniques of 
preparation, the beverage 
has had many names. It has 
been egg-pop, custard pos- 
set, syllabub, milk punch, 
egg-and-milk, flip, one- 
yard-of-flannel, and auld 
man's milk. 


There were no hard and 


fast rules for mixing it over 
the years. Sometimes the 
punch was made with eggs; 
sometimes only egg whites 


were used, and sometimes 
no egg at all. 


The Americanization of 


egg nog has seen the firm 
addition of milk and eggs to 
the recipe, and alcoholic 
beverages have been sub- 
stituted for ale in the orig- 
inal posset. 


But with typical resource- 


Americans have 
created many variations on 
the egg nog theme.

The psychiatrist would 
no doubt like to know why 
you have to live without sex 
and explore t h i s problem 
with you. Hypnosis, without 
going into these problems 


and your basic attitudes, 
merely is a superficial ap- 
proach and could cause more 
harm than good. I want to 
emphasize that this is not a 
recommendation a g a i n s t 
hypnosis, but rather a rec- 
ommendation to use it prop- 
erly, if it is indicated at all.

it didn't m a k e any differ- 
ence, so I don't know which 
one was right. I am always 
fatigued and started to take 
vitamins. I told my doctor 
and he just shrugs it off and 
goes on to something else.

Dear Reader-Other than 


comfort, it doesn't make any 
difference whether the injec- 
tion is made in the arm or in 
the hip. "The important pur- 
pose •.•* most injected medi- 
cine* is to either put it under 
the skin (subcutaneous) or 
into the muscle (IM). A med- 
icine placed under the skin 
rather than in the muscle is 
absorbed slowly. T h i s is 
sometimes useful. Usually 
the medicine can be put un- 
der the skin in almost any 
region of the body. 


Muscles have good circula- 


tion and medicine injected 
into the muscle is rapidly 
p i c k e d up by the blood 
stream and carried through- 
out the body. If a large 
needle is used or a large 
amount injected, then a large 
muscle as found over the hip 
is used. For a small amount 


with a small needle, the arm 
muscle is more convenient. 
When done right the medi- 
cine will be picked up by the 
circulation in the arm mus- 
cle just about as fast as by 
the circulation in the hip 
muscle. So, this is why your 
doctor said it didn't make 
any difference. 


If you take something by 
mouth, it has to be absorbed 
by the digestive tract and 
some m.edicings are df-IJk, 
stroyedP by the digestive,^ 
juices in the stomach and 
the various enzymes. Still 
another way to take medi- 
cine is to inhale it. Various 
sprays are used this way and 
the medicine is absorbed by 
the circulation through the 
lungs. Thin is usually very 
rapid. Finally, some medi- 
cines can be administered by 
rubbing them on the skin.

Six spades is a pretty good 


contract. It would be a cinch 
against a heart or diamond 
lead, but when we saw the 
hand played West opened a 
trump. 


Byron Greenberg of Tulsa, 


who was declarer, planned 
his play before winning the 
first trick. He saw no reason 
not to draw trumps and so 
he played a second round of 
the trump suit. 
T h e n he led a heart to 


dummy's queen and really 
went into a huddle when the 
queen held. 


Some players huddle for 


no apparent r e a s o n but 
eventually Byron found a 
play that was sure to bring 
home the slam if West held 
the ace of hearts. Let's see 
if you readers can find this 
sure-thing play. 


Byron simply cashed dum- 


my's ace of clubs and led the 
four of hearts to his 10-spot. 
West took his jack and found 


himself caught in the toils of 
an early end-play. 


It didn't matter what he 


it-d. Byron was sure to take 
the rest of the tricks. 


The nee of hearts l e a d 


would set up Byron's king. 
Byron would ruff in dummy; 
get to discard one of dum- 
my's diamonds on the good 
heart and trump his third 
diamond with dummy's last 
trump. A low heart would 
allow the diamond discard 
immediately. 


A diamond lead would take 


care of the diamond loser 
and Byron could ruff both his 
h e a r t s w i t h dummy's 
trumps.

Make a spice set; a trio to 
hold buttons and sewing 
paraphernal ia; matched 
jars to hold artist's sup- 
plies, or a refrigerator set 
for garlic, lemon wedges, 
parsley sprigs or herb but- 
ter. Decorate the lids and 
label the contents. 


Fer the Family: There 


always seem to be collec- 
tions of little things need- 
ing storage space. And al- 
most anyone would wel- 
come holders for stationery 
items (paper clips, rubber 
bands, staples, and postage 
stamps); and a little girl's 
pony-tail holders and bar- 
rettes. Store a boy's mar- 
bles, model-making equip- 
ment and "junk"; baby's

Gifts tram the kitchen: 


Fill baby food jars with 
your own refrigerator or 
freezer jams, marmalades, 
relishes, dessert toppings 
or sauces. Screw on lids. If 
jars are to be frozen, allow 
at least one-half inch head- 
space at top; liquid mix- 
tures like jams expand as 
they freeze and if there is 
no room, the glass will 
break. Seal the lids with 
freezer tape and keep froz- 
en constantly until used. 


Home canning in baby 


food jars is definitely not 
recommended. When baby 
food is commercially pro- 
cessed, the lids are vacuum 
sealed by special machines. 
Jar lids do not have an air- 
tight seal when replaced by 
hand, and contents may be 
subject to spoilage. You can 
seal jams and jellies with 
paraffin in the jars. 


Dress up the jars with 


colorful toppers cut from 
felt. Make a cone shape, 
then glue or sew on cut-outs 
or sequins for Santa Clauses 
or Christmas trees. Add a 
loop of gold braid and each 
felt decoration becomes an 
ornament for the Christmas 
tree.

Good Greens 


Most florists stock a va- 


riety of greens, too. Fairly 
plentiful and reasonable at 
this season are sprays of 
various kinds of holly, rho- 
dodendron, laurel, maho- 
nia, bayberry, leucothoe, 
Magnolia grandiflora, 
heather and huckleberry 
(which is actually a variety 
of gaylussacia shipped from 
Oregon).

best all-round cut flowers.

Even the 
last florets at the tips of the 
spikes can be decoratively 
arranged in shallow con- 
tainers with sprigs of soft 
greenery. 


Sweet peas, violets, frees- 


ias and lily of the valley are 
not long lasting but they 


have much charm and their 
exquisite fragrance endears 
them to everyone. 


For an appealing center- 


piece in midwinter, sweet 
peas are most pleasing, es- 
pecially if they can be ob- 
tained fresh-cut at a near- 
by greenhouse. Gerberas 
should also be considered. 
They resemble huge daisies 
of different colors, are easy 
to arrange and are always 
gay looking. A few gardenia 
or camellia blooms floating 
in a shallow bowl are al- 
ways a delight. 
Give Them Air 


Cut flowers keep best in a 


well-ventilated room, with 
the temperature around 68. 
They should not be expected 
to last long when the room 
temperature is in the 80's. 
Increasing the humidity by 
occasionally spraying the 
air with a misting device 
will be helpful, too. 


Cut flowers and greens 


should be removed from the 
florist's box immediately 
on arrival. Cut an inch off 
the stems and plunge them 
into water without delay.
